Koshelivets thus 
arrived with his wife at Vyrsta 's place an hour before the reception, 
Trfrd^lTe host left the three of them alone. 

K was very glad to see Kosh. He told him a number of compliments 
for SUCHANIST and for Kosh's writings.

K's impressions of Can ada 

Me enjoyed meeting Ukrainians there, particularly the young 
people. He said he also met Prime Minister Pearson and Leader of the 
Opposition Dief cnbaker , and university professors, especially in 
Alberta. Me was bitter about the discussions on "to meet or not 
to meet" with Soviet tourists to Canada. His view is that anyone 
who does not want to meet them, does not have to. Me mentioned that 
he wrote the "Canadian Farmer" about it, stating that he indeed 
came to Canada "to disintegrate " — the Canadian prairies and the 
Eskimo os , who probably need it the most. Later he returned to this 
theme in private, saying that no one can "disintegrate" or shake 
the beliefs of another. They either have something to tell one 
another or they do not.

K said his coevals do not form any clearly defined group, but 
they know each other and are aware of their influence on the 
young generation in general. At times some of them get together 
and read their works. He personally often meets Orach and 
Vin'irahovskyy.

Rylskyy's ideas on thii problem were clear, ho said, and added 
that Kylskyy was the spiritual father of the young generation. Ho 
taught them and defended them. Now this function fell to Bazha n , 
who is doing it well, and who devotes much of his time to the young 
writers. 

He said he 'would not censure" Tychyna . It's hard to concieve 
anyone creating, something great after going through what T. had 
gone through. His achievements are in the past, and they are 
immortal, said K. This also applies to the rest of T's generation. 

About the writers of the 20s more is known now, he said, and 
mentioned Zerov's rehabilitation. He also said that lie had a very 
interesting meeting with Yuriy Klcn's son in Canada.
